1. (Proposed Amendment) A method for distributing an 
invention disclosure over an intranet, the method comprising 
the steps of : 



the intranet, the invention disclosure being submitted by an 
inventor to at least one evaluator via e-mail with a hyperlink 
to the invention disclosure; and 

transmitting evaluation comments of the invention 
disclosure by the at least one evaluator via c mail e-mail ; 

creating the invention disclosure comprising 
including an attachment therewith, the attachment having been 
created separate from the invention disclosure . 

2. (Original) A method according to Claim 1, wherein 
the intranet includes a plurality of users enrolled therein 
with each user having associated personnel information stored 
within the intranet, the method further comprising the steps
